OOKS. 
H. K. Lewis (136, Gower Street, London, W.C., Medical 
Publisher and Bookseller). Mr. Lewis had an attractive 
exhibit of the medical publications for which he is respon- 
sible, and it was difficult to select books which required 
articular notice. Special attention seemed, however, to be 
invited by the Practical Series, which now numbers seventeen 
volumes. Among the more recent additions to this shown 
was a fourth edition of Lewis Jones’s Medical Electricity, a 
sixth edition of Lewers’s practical textbook of Diseases of 
Women, and a fourth edition of Ashley Barratt’s Dental 
Surgery for Medical Practitioners and Students of Medicine. 
Many of the New Sydenham Society’s publications with 
which Mr. Lewis is charged were also shown. They 
included the recent fasciculi of An Atlas of Clinical Medicine, 
Surgery, and Pathology, designed to form a Guide to Clinical 
Diagnosis. Among the other works were Professor William 
Osler’s Aeqguanimitas, which recently formed the basis of a 
leading article in the British MEpIcAL JouRNAL; a second 
edition of Shuttleworth’s Mentally-deficient Children and their 
Training; a second edition of Calvert's Practical Pharmacy 
and Prescribing for Students of Medicine; an eleventh edition 
of George Gould’s Medical Dictionary. A third edition of 
Radcliffe Crocker’s Diseases of the Skin, in two volumes, with 
76 plates and 112 illustrations, and a new and very practical 
form of haematological chart were also shown, as well as 
some blood-pressure charts and a variety of case-books, diet 
charts, and diagrams of the chest and abdomen. Three new 
little pamphlets which also require notice are Martindale’s 
Synopsis of the Principal Changes mn the U.S.A. Pharmacopoeia ; 
Points by Hughes Bennett; and Curgenven’s Uhild’s 

iet. 

W. B. SaunpErRs AnD Co. (9, Henrietta Street, London, 
W.C.). This firm of medical book publishers had upon view

a good array both of recent and standard medical works, 
among which the special publication of the firm, Saunders’s 
Medical Hand Atlases, held a prominent place. This series 
now numbers twenty-three volumes, each of which consists of 
an atlas and an epitome dealing with some particular branch 
of medicine or surgery. The atlas part is made up of excellent 
coloured pictures, and the epitome in each case gives a com- 
prehensive account of the matters considered. The volumes 
as they have appeared have each of them received favourable 
notice in our columns, and are undoubtedly calculated to be of 
great use both to practitioners and students. In addition, there 
were open for examination on the stall a large number of 
other works, and especially translations of authors who 
originally made their name either in America or on the Con- 
tinent. Amongst these was an English edition of Noth- 
nagel’s Practice of Medicine ; a translation of Lichtenstern and 
Mannaberg on Influenza, Dengue, and Malarial Diseases, edited 
with additions by Ross and A. Griinbaum; Curschman on 
Typhoid and Typhus, edited with additions by Professor Wil- 
liam Osler; the new topographic Anatomy, by Schultze and 
Stewart ; Kelly and Hudson on The Appendix, a very complete 
and finely illustrated work; and Ashton’s Practice of Gynae- 
cology, which is specially designed to meet the needs of those 
in general practice. Among the new works of English origin 
were Moynihan on Gail Stones, and Rolleston on The Liver. 


INSTRUMENTS AND APPLIANCES. 

ALLEN AND Hansurys(49, Wigmore Street, W.). The exhibit 
of this firm, in addition to general theatre furniture, included 
an operation table in phosphor bronze, exactly like the one 
which was recently supplied by Messrs Allen and Hanbury to 
King Edward VII, for presentation to the Devonshire Hos- 
pital, Buxton (Fig. 1); another of German silver, as made

for St. Thomas’s Hospital, and a tilting or Swing Pattern 
operating table. The chief advantage of each of these is the 
simplicity with which the Trendelenburg position can be 
obtained, and the great ease with which the angle of the head 
and foot rests can be altered and automatically fixed at any 
point. Another useful table shown was the “ Lynn Thomas” 
portable operating table ; for a portable table it is singularly 
rigid, and in other respects also a satisfactory piece of 
apparatus. Of the aseptic furniture the anaesthetist table 
seemed specially well designed. In addition to the firm's 
patent aseptic corners, it has a broad band of German silver 
instead of a mere rail. Various new patterns of surgical 
instruments were also exhibited, among these being Eve’s 
Cerebrospinal Manometer, with which it is possible to with- 
draw fluid, and at the same time to record the pressure within 
the cerebrozpinal canal ; it is here shown (Fig. 2). Stack’s 
very handy dressing sterilizer, which wa3 aiso shown last

It is 
ery complete outfit, and seems likely to be popular among 
Ay for whom it is intended Seigneux's cervix dilator was 
am on view (Figs. 3 and 4); it is a modification of Bozzi’s 
dilator the latter being improved by the introduction of a 
Ivic curve and an arrangement which makes it easy to take 
the instrument apart when dilatation is complete ; it can also 
be used as a two, three, or four-bladed dilator as desired. 
Young’s prostatic forceps for removal of the prostate in the 
suprapubic operation, Segond’s enucleator for prostate, an 
instrument much used in France, which is supposed to take 
the place of the finger-nail for peeling off the prostate, 
Arbuthnot Lane’s bone-nibbling forceps, Killian’s set of 
instruments for his frontal sinus operation, and models illus- 
trating the various stages of the operation. were also among 
objects which attracted attention. Finally, a pocket 
awab-holder may be mentioned (Fig. 5). It is a very handy 
little appliance, of nominal cost, for taking specimens from 
eases of suspected diphtheria and dispatching them by post 
for examination. ; 
ARNOLD AND Sons (West Smithfield). There was a great 
deal to be seen on the two stands devoted to the products of

this well-known firm of instrument munufacturers. Amongst 
them we specially noticed a very useful combination of 
instruments for the examination of the ear, €ye, and nose, 
and the treatment of phimosis by dilatation. The large 
number of retractors on view included those of Victor 
Horsley, Billroth, Czerny, and Raymond Johnson, Among 
the forceps, thore for the ear designed by Mr. Cumberbatch 
seemed to have a specially good angle and to be capable of 
gtaduated and regular dilatation. Another attractive appli- 
ance shown was the sterilizing kettle which Mr. Bruce Clarke 
demonstrated at Oxford last year. He was led to design it 
because he found upon trial that very few of the smaller 
sterilizers on the market were capable of standing any steam 
Pressure. In addition to other good qualities, it has the 


special advantage that the contents of the kettle can be kept 
sterile for an unlimited period, since they are protected

the kettle by a layer of cotton-wool. We show it here 
(Figs. 6 and 7), together with an engraving of one cf the 
kettles. The ordinary machine contains seven of the latter, 

Suraical INSTRUMENT Co., Limited (Thavies 
Inn, Holborn Circus, E.C.). This firm devoted one of its 
stalls to the various instruments of which it is the maker and 
the other to the aseptic furniture, sterilizers, operating tables, 
and sick-room requisites which it also manufactures. Among 
the former was a good form of hypodermic syringe for pro- 
ducing local analgesia. It was designed by Mr, A. E. Barker, 
and described by him in the British Mrpican JourNAL on 
December 24th, 1904. A good set of rectal dilators made for 
Mr. Lockhart Mummery also attracted attention, as, in 
addition to other good points they seemed to be admirably 
light. Among the many Schimmelbusch and other sterilizers 
which the firm makes that which is called the Holborn High- 
Pressure Steam Sterilizer was prominent. It works at 15 lb. 
pressure, dries its own contents, and is stated to be as 
effective as, and much cheaper than, those which work with 
constant or occasional vacuum. The firm also makes a useful 
kind of portable operating table, likewise known as the 
Holborn.” 

Isaac CHORLTON AND Co. (Upper Thames Street, E.C.). At 
this firm’s stall were to be seen a large variety of bedstead 
appliances and bedsteads for various special purposes. 
Among the latter was the “ Wetherby” bed; this is a patent 
fold-up bed which has been supplied to several workhouses. 
The patent Dual-Bottom bedstead has a double frame, the 
lower of which can be dropped to introduce a bed- pan or to make 
up the bedding without disturbing the patient. Another use- 
ful mechanical bedstead shown was Peter’s patent ‘‘ Turnover ”; 
it is intended to facilitate the moving of helpless patients. 
Of more ordinary beds, the well known “ Delamere” spring 
bedstead was on view, as also one which has been adopted at 
St. Mary’s Hospital, Manchester, as the most suitable for 
maternity cases. It is fitted with Chorlton’s Patent Corners. 
A number of well contrived self-elevators and back-rests 
were also shown, and in addition ‘‘ Lloyd-Smith’s” sana- 
torium chair, which has been supplied recently to a number 
of sanatoriums, 

THE Lonarorp W1rRE Company (Warrington). Several well- 
made bedsteads with wire mattresses exhibited by this firm 
attracted attention, among them being the ‘‘ Carlton C.” bed- 
stead with a self lifter fitted with a galvanized mesh mattress 
and specially designed for use as an accident or emergency bed. 
A good form of epileptic bedstead fitted with Wocds’s patent 
mattress was also shown, as well as a ‘‘ Woods’s patent 
ambulance trolley.” 

Lyncu AND Co., Limited (Silver Street, Falcon Square, E C.). 
‘This firm of instrument makers presented for inspection a 
great number of appliances in the way of electrical batteries, 
enemas, inhalers, trusses, thermometers, and sterilizers, etc., 
Of the latter the combined instrument and catheter sterilizer 
seemed likely to be specially useful. It is ingeniously 
arranged, and the catheters which have been sterilized in it 
can be stored singly but still sterile and ready for instant 
use whenever required. The firm also showed catgut pre-

ese by an autoclave process, which is the invention of M. 
riolet, formerly a pupil of the Pasteur Institute and an 
interne of the Paris hospitals. By a very clever arrangement 
the catgut is sterilized by steam and yet kept anhydrous until 
the process is complete; it thus, while capable, we were 
informed, of standing any bacteriological test, remains, as 
could be seen, very flexible and strong. 

S. Maw, Son, AND Sons (7-12, Aldersgate Street, London, 
E.C.). ‘Lhe two stalls of this firm of instrument makers dis- 
played a very large assortment of modern instruments and 
appliances of all kinds. It comprised general operation in- 
struments in sets, large and small, midwifery implements in 
cases, an assortment of the firm’s guaranteed antiseptic and 
sterile dressings, various patterns of stethoscopes, including 
the stethonoscope; an antiseptic bandaging block, ward and 
theatre furniture in various metals, and an excellent display 
of instruments for various special operations. Among the 
latter were ear forceps by Mr. Cumberbatch, Mr. Stuart Low’s 
Kelvolin Vaporizer, Mr. Mcllraith’s Insufflator, Mr. Heath's 
Snare, some special forms of catheters used by Mr. Herring, 
and made so as to withstand boiling, and the same surgeon’s 
special sterilizer for gum-elastic catheters, in which the in- 
strument is sterilized by boiling, and at the same time 
lubricated with a sterile oil. 

SLACK AND Browntow (Gorton, near Manchester). This 
firm manufactures the ‘‘Brownlow” Germ Filter, which 
was shown in various forms. It is an apparatus depending 
on the same general principles as those of the ‘‘ Pasteur,” 
‘‘ Chamberland,” and “ Berkefeld.” It is to be obtained asa 
“service” filter, a3 a “pantry” filter, and as a table filter 
(“the Million”). In a further form it is portable and adapted 
for the use of travellers in countries where the water fron: the 
streams and rivers encountered must be used. 

JOHN AND JosEPH TauNTON, Limited (Belgrave Works, 
Birmingham). This firm had upon view a large number of 
** Di-ag-na” beds for various purposes. Among these were 
one pattern which has been adopted for use at the Glasgow 
Western Infirmary, in surgical wards ; and another which was 
originally made for the Leeds Corporation; it is known as 
the New Seacroft. and has lately been supplied to several 
hospitals in the North. Of beds for special purposes the 
‘‘anti-sagging spring mattress” bedstead made for the Bir- 
mingham City Council for use at the Hollymoor Lunatic 
Asylum may be mentioned, as also that for the treatment of 
fractures which has been supplied to the Oldham Infirmary. 

James WooL.ey, Sons, anp Co., Limited (Victoria Bridge, 
Manchester). The stalls devoted to the products of this firm 
of manufacturing pharmacists contained a very complex 
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Youna’s Patent Hycienic Bin Company (72 
London, E.C.). This firm showed a large vacisty ot 
bins for various purposes. They are made of galvanized steel 
without internal corners or crevices, and with or without 
carriages for wheeling about. Some of them are intended for 
the storage of chemicals or foods; others for coal or dust bing 
and some were for use in wards and elsewhere as receptacles for 
capable of being readily cleansed, and that th 
designed in other respects. 


DruGs AND PREPARATIONS. 

Buxton Ursan District Chromographs of the 
scenery of Buxton and neighbourhood, charts illustrating the 
climate and health statistics of the town, and explaining 
the use of the baths and waters of Buxton, were shown 
the authorities of Buxton. The baths, when visited by a 
number of medical men on Saturday after the meeting 
appeared to be very well arranged, but it seems that the 
authorities are not even yet satisfied and intend to introduce 
several improvements. 

CHEmMIcAL Company (14, Henrietta 
Street, Covent Garden). Milk of magnesia was the feature of 
this firm’s exhibit. It has no smell and very little taste; it 
can be taken either by iteelf or be given in combination with 
vegetable anticathartics, carminatives, antispasmodics, On 
infants and children it acts as a laxative, while in the treat- 
ment of adults it is stated to be a reliable vehicle for the 
administration of iodides and bromides, and other salts which 
are apt to produce gastric irritation. As it contains no car 
bonate there would appear to be no liability towards the 
formation of concretions. It is considered that it forms agood 
substitute for lime water in cases in which the use of an 
alkaline of the general characier of the latter is indicated. 

Sucar Company (24, Minories, E.C.), This 
firm devotes itself to the manufacture of Milk Sugar which is 
guaranteed to be free from acidity. It is put upon the market 
in the hope that it may be used for the preparation of human- 
ized — in the home. It is supplied in tins of 1 1b. and 3)b. 
weight. 

Pocock Brotruers (235, Southwark Bridge Road, 8.E.), A 
new form of Whiteley’s Home Exerciser, in which the h 
cannot detach during use, was shown by this firm. Its par 
ticular exhibit, however, was a padded room for asylums, 
provided with an aluminium gutter, a protected door-hinge, 
and a self-shutting door bolt. It is a model with which 
firm won a silver medal at the Sanitary Institute Congress at 
Glasgow, and seemed to be very well contrived altogether. 

Ronuk, Limited (Portslade, Brighton). Sanitary floor 
polishes, special stains, and special floor-polishin brushes were 
shown by this firm.

Finally, it may be mentioned that Messrs. John 
Richardson and Co. were among the Leicester manufacturers 
who threw open their premises to members. They received

Wital Statistics. 


HEALTH OF ENGLISH TOWNS. 
IN seventy-six of the largest English towns, including London, 9,111 births 
and s,195 deaths were registered during the week euding Saturday last, 
August roth. The annual rate of mortality in these towns, which had 
been 15,0, 17.0, and 17 5 per 1,020 in the three preceding weeks, declined 
0 17.4 per 1,000 last week. The rates in the several towns ravged from 6.2 
in Hornsey, 70 in Hastings, 76 in Handsworth (Staffs.), 7.9 10 North- 
ampton, 8.2 in King’s Norton, and 8.7 in Reading, to 23.2 in Sunderland, 


237in Grimsby, 238 in Hull, 239 in Manchester, 242 in Hanley, 25.9 in 
Wigan, 27.2in Tynemouth, and 27.3 in 8t. Helens. In London the rate of mor- 
tality was 17.0 per 1,000, while it averaged 17.5 per 1,0co in the seventy-five 
other large towns. The death-rate from the principal infectious diseases 
averaged 5 3 per 1 oop in the seventy-six towns ; in Loadon this death-rate 
was 5.2 per 1,000, while among the seventy-five other large towns the rates 
ranged upwards to 8.4 in Walsall and in Sheffield, ro oin Rhondda, 1o.2in 
Wigan, 1o9 in Hull, 11.8 in East Ham, 12.4 in West Ham, and 13.8 in 
Grimsby. Measles caused a death-rate of 16 in Wolverhampton and 2.6 
in Barrow-in-Furness ; scarlet fever of 1.2 in Blackburn and 1.7 in Bootle ; 
and diarrhoea of 7.6 in Norwich and in Warrington, 7.7 in Aston Manor 
and in Sheffield, 7.8in Walsall, 8.3 in Rhondda, 9.0in Wigan. 97 in East 
Ham, ro 3 in Hull, 11.3 in West Ham, and 12.2 in Grimsby. The mortality 
from diphtheria, from whooping cough, and from ‘‘fever” showed no 
marked excess in any of the large towns. No fatal case of small-pox was 
registered either in London or in any of the large provincial towns, and 
no small-pox patients remained under treatment on Saturday last. August 
19th, in the Metropolitan Asylums Hospitals. The number of scarlet 
fever cases in theee hospitals and in the London Fever Hospital, which 
had been 2,550, 2,632, aNd 2,670 at the end of the three preceding weeks, 
had further risen to 2,735 at the end ot last week; 361 new cases were 
=_—”™ during the week, against 352, 366, and 355 in the three preceding 
weeks. 


HEALTH OF SCOTCH TOWNS. 

DURING the week ending saturday last, August 19th, 929 births and secs 
deaths were registered in eight of the principal Scotch towns. The annual 
rate of mortality in these towns. which had been 15.3, 14.8, apd 13.8 per 
1,000 in the three preceding weeks, rose again to 15.1 per 1,0co last week, 
but was 2.3 per 1,000 below the mean-rate during the same period in the 
seventy-six large English towns. The rates in the eight Scotch towns 
ranged from 10.9 in Aberdeen and 133 in Edinburgh to 16.6iu Leith and 
256 in Paisley. The death-rate from the principal infectious diseases 
averaged 2.2 per 1,coo, the mighest rates being recorded in Paisley and 
Perth. The 242 deaths registered in Glasgow included 3 from measles, 
from whooping-cough, 3 from ‘*‘ fever,” and 28 from diarrhoea. Two fata 
cases of measles, 5 of whooping-cough, and 3 of diarrhoea were recorded 
in Ediuburgh; 2 of whooping cough in Dundee; 6 of diarrhoe: in Aber- 
deen; 3 of whooping-cough and 4 of diarrhoea in Paisley; and 2 of 
diarrhoea in Leith. 


HEALTA OF IRISH TOWNS. 

DuRING the week ending Saturday, August r2th, 533 births and 342 deaths 
were registered in six of the principal Irish towns, as against 559 births 
and 36: deaths in the preceding period. The annual death-rate in these 
towns, which had been 14.8,17 9, and 176 per 1,coo in the three preceding 
weeks, rose to 19 2 per 1.000 11 the week under notice, this figure being 1.7 
per 1,000 higher than the mean annual rate in the seventy-six English 
towns for the correspondivg period. The figures ranged from 16.1 in 
Londonderry and 18 9 in Belfast to 19 7in Dubliu and 219 in Cork. The 
zymotic death-rate during the same period and in the same six Irish 
towns averaged 3 6 per 1,000, or the same as during the preceding period, 
the highest figure, 5.8, being recorded in Waterford, while Limerick 
registered no deaths under this heading at all. The deaths trom 
diarrhoeal diseases rose to 63.
